their consciousness of

ture for the kingdom of which Koine 
is tho capital. The Italians please aa 
well as interest mo beyond expression. 
They are a sturdy and hardy looking 
people, and I attach great importance to 
tlmfact. The soldiers of the young na 
tion compare favorably in their manly 
appearance with any military I have 
seen. As I looked at them I saw much 
to remind mo of an old print dear to ray 
boyhood days, in which Roman legions 
were represented advancing to the fight. 
In solidity of figure, as in countenance, 
the soldiers of modern Italy resembled 
strikingly, as I saw them, the legion asa 
great artist had depicted it, with due re- 
gard unquestionably to ancient authori- 
ties. Italian soldiers, in short, look like 
thoroughbred Romans. Nor was I less 
favorably impressed with the inhab- 
itants as a whole, "barrin" some disad- 
vantages and objectionable qualities with 
which an old New Yorker cannot fail 
to l>e acquainted. Its educated class, I 
feel convinced, will lead the Italian na- 
tion into a great future. A people capa- 
ble of superior physical exploit, possess- 
ing the orderly and practical genius of 
T>ld Rome, and this associated by long 
familiarity and cultivation with religious 
art and devotion, fired by grand historic 


must say that my most sanguine im- 
pressions of Italy and matters Italian du 
not reconcile me to the discomforts and 
annoyances of railroad travel in that 
sunny land. Virtue was rewarded, how 
ever, and patient continuance in thp 
train did at length bring us to the city 
guilty of the proud boast: "See Naplei. 
and die." 
While I cheerfully recognize 


the b.-auty of the modern streets of that 
populous town, I feel obliged to say that 
these streets resemble those of tho same 
class everywhere else so much, that, be 
yond mentioning them, nothing need 
to be said about them. It is iu old 
Naples that one sees monumentally! 
tall, quaintly built houses, lava pave-] 
rnentH, antique churches, and shady, j 
inconvenient narrowness of way; this u 
tolerable, but oh! the omnipresent dirl 
and (he indescribable, all pervading 
stench. What a gay and motley popu- 
lation, and no city could have more 
varied and discordant noises! The cos 
tumes worn by the people, I need noi 
say particularly by the.women, are bright 
and striking and wonderfully diverse. 
I cannot describe the combination of 
sounds—laughter, song, stringed music, 
clinking hoofs of asses and mules, gay 
converse, chaffering and screaming by 
sellers of multifarious wares. Naples is 
a delightful reminiscence to me, at a safe 
distam-e from its sights of filth and 
squalor, its odious odors and—well, ono 
clement in its teeming population is tho 
most hated of all forms of life by th 
good housewife.

Time will remove apparent in- 


congruities and put an end to conflicts 
which, in my judgment, are more ap 
parent than real.

Twice a 
night he is visited by an ollieer whose 
duty it is to change the pans of warm 
water which are used in heating the 
compartment. Three times in (he night, 
moreover, the passenger is required to 
exhibit the ticket which entitles him to a 
seat in the aforesaid reclining chair. The 
train stops about every twenty minutes, 
when the conductor passes along its cn-

and original in its results. I may take 
advantage of almost constant intimacy 
•with him in thig trip to let the public 
into the probable secret of his great 
health and still promising vigor. The 
man who has undertaken to write the 
"Life of Christ" additional to exacting 
pulpit and editorial duty is a great eater 
and a great sleeper. He always eats th 
best food he can get, but insists on it 
being prepared in a plain, wholesom 
manner. The doctor*eats no gravies, m 
pastry, no rich dishes, no fish. He pro 
fers steaks, chops, plain roaet beef, pota 
toes, bread and butter to anything else 
When sounded on the subject, he at 
tributed his wonderful state of preserva 
tion and capacity for work to two things 
viz., the observance of unvarying regu 
larity in taking his meals and an abund 
ance of sleep. The custom in Italy is to 
take coffee and rolls at 8, luncheon 
at 12 and dinner at 7. This custom 
la_ not observed by my clerical friend 
who pre.'ers to make his own choice 
of viands and to eat just when he 
pleases. 
He is severely a non-con 


formist in these respects, and I feel 
sure that when lie la in America his 
choice of a hotel is always of one kepi 
on the European plan. This is the order 
of his dietary: He takes steak and coffee 
at 8, a substantial dinner at half-past 12, 
and a light supper at 6, thus giving the 
cooks and waiters at houses where we 
•lop considerable annoyance, as they 
dlsliie to fill'onKrs at odd tinjesT I suid 
h« was a great sleeper. Every noon, 
immediately after dinner, he retires to 
test and sleeps a whole hour. He be- 
lieve* thai we owe to nature a certain 
•mount of rest, and baa carefully ascer- 
tained bow much he himself requires 
for the maintenance of good, health and 
necessary strength. 
This he takes 


whenever it can be done. 
If his 


body on (he train expects to leave it for 
hours makes no difference to this indus- 
trious ofliciul. 
Our experiences with 


him and liis train began at half-past 7 in 
the evening, and Ipstcd sixteen hours. 
We were bored, we were cold, we were 
wretched. Hot water is but a poor sub- 
stitute for the much abused American 
car stove, of which I « ill never speak 
disrespect fully again. 


Brindisi is a good place to get out of. 


It consists for the greater part of hovels, 
and is the dirtiest town I ever saw. 
I 


am sure I should love the Italians more 
if they were cleaner. St. Paul, I am in- 
formed, landed at Hrindisi after being 
shipwrecked, which made the place spe- 
cially interesting to Dr. Talmage, who 
spent some time making mental photo- 
graphs of this ancient arid interesting 
(and 
dirt}} town. 
We were not there 


long, leaUng at 1 the next morning 
after our arrival, but finding time to 
seek for the place which is said to have 
been the birthplace of Virgil. Doctors 
differ on this subject, as the learned 
reader knows already, but the Brooklyn 
preacher and I spent two hours in the 
streets of Brindisi to find where the 
Latin poet was born. Two houses, about 
as widely sundered as could be, were 
pointed out as Virgil's birthplace. We 
paid a franc for each one for the informa- 
tion. The hotel keeper declined to com- 
mit himself to an opinion for either 
bouse. He had reached the safe conclu- 
sion that nobody is able to say exactly 
where the Mantuan poet first saw the 
"ight of this world. 


We were awfully tired and hungry 


when we Kit down to dine at the hospi- 
table board of the landlord, who was 
willing to 1* ignorant, even in his rela- 
ions with tourists, which is an uncom- 
uon characteristic of the foreign Boni- 
ace. 
After _the jrieal Dr.JTalmage ex- 


the glass that covered a painting of the 
Saviour of the world, which adorns ono 
of tho walls of tho sacred structure, 
folded his hands and devoutly looked 
upwards, mumbling something at the 
time that wo could not catch.

oharacter. "I was very sorry," said Dr. 
Sanders, "to learn of the burning of 
your church, but it will prove to you a 
blessing in disguise. The sound of your 
voice is not confined by walls. As some- 
body said of John Wesley, so I say of 
you, 'The world is your pulpit and heaven 
your sounding board.'" 


I mentioned before that 1 in the morn- 


ing was the hour of our embarkation 
from Rrindisi. The voyage to Patras 
lasted twenty-eight hours. 
One long 


legged divine did not enjoy it, that part 
of it, at least, which was spent in bed. 
This is what he said to me after emerg- 
ing from his nocturnal quarters: "1 long 
for a bed that will give me enough room 
to sling my legs around about ten feet, 
nnd a blanket big enough to wrap around 
a house. These coffins," continued he, 
"which they call berths, afford me hut 
little comfort." He had recovered his 
cordial spirits by the time we were bowl- 
ing along on a Grecian railroad, making 
our way from Patras to Corinth. We 
traveled at the rate of only h'fteen miles 
an hour, it is true, but one does not feel 
like wanting to hurry when in Greece. 
Inspired by the piospect of delightful 
experiences in tho Attic city, Dr. Tal- 
mage's spirits were exuberant, and the 
author of the "Life of Christ" wanted to 
jump off the train and run alongside of 
it a mile or two for exercise. 


There is one observation I desire to 


make in drawing this letter to a close. 
It has been very gratifying to my na- 
tional pride that wherever we have gone 
in our travels, at any rate since we have 
bad leisure for exact observation, the in- 
ferior appearance of the average people 
as compared with Americans is striking- 
ly real. I beliuvc that there is no coun- 
try on earth where people have so much 
to eat and wear, such good clothes, as in 
my own beloved land. In France, in 
Switzerland and in Italy one sees com- 
paratively few of the poor folks who 
look as if they ever enjoyed a square 
meal. I feel that we have good reason 
to congratulate ourselves on having 
taken this time of the year for our trip. 
Wo have no consuming heat to melt us,

Molttture in the House. 


A pitcher filled with cold water and placed 


in a room in summer will "sweat"—at least, 
that is what it is commonly called. The 
pitcher does not sweat, because it is not po- 
rous and cannot sweat; but the cold water 
insule of it chills tho outer surface, and, as 
soon as the outer surface of the pitcher be- 
comes cooler than the atmosphere in the 
room, the moisture of the air will bo precipi- 
tated upon the pitcher in drops. 


This simple illustration thould teach all 


housewives to avoid suddenly ojxjiiing rooms 
in a house when the outside atmosphere is 
warmer than tho temperature of tho rooms 
and full of moisture. 
In all such oases the 


wail paper, furniture, etc., being cooler than 
the outside air, will sjwudily have the moist- 
ure of the atmosphere precipitated upon 
them, and it will require days to restore the 
house to the dry condition that is essential to 
health. 


There are no arbitrary freaks in the laws 


which govern the atmosphere surrounding 
us, and there is nothing obtrusivu in master- 
ing them. Warm, damp air will ever pre- 
cipitate its moisture in houses nnd elsewhere 
whenever it comes in contact with anything 
chilled by a cooler atmosphere, and that is 
the whole story. The only thing to be added 
is that, when people have thus ignorantly or 
negligently allowed their houses to become 
damp, they should lijtht fires nnd dry them 
as promptly as possible.—Philadelphia Times.

In Japan and on 
tho Yellow river in China, however, 
there were in 1889 floods compared to 
which that at Johnstown becomes insig- 
nificant. 


The first Krt-at storm was that in March 


nt Samoa, in which tho American flag- 
ship Trenton went down while her band 
played "The Star Spangled Banner." A 
little later camo tho terrific weather on 
the Atlantic coast, involving immense 
destniction of pro)>erty and the loss of 
many brave lives. Yet again in the au- 
tumn tho Atlantic coast from the gulf 
to Halifax was torn by tlio fury of the 
elements. 


Tho railroad accidents and minor cas- 


tialties have been very many in this coun- 
try, far more than the usual niitnlicr. It 
has been observed that events travel in 
waves to sucli an extent that a proverb 
has grown out of it. "All things are in 
threes" is the saying. There has been in 
America during 1889 no widespread epi- 
demic of disease lo carry people off, but 
tho numln'r of deaths by suicide, acci- 
dent anil violence has been unusually 
large. 


Notable events have occurred in hu- 


man history to make 1889 worthy of long 
remembrance. One more relic of seini- 
rivilization, in the shape of a hereditary 
monarchy, has been blotted out. Brazil 
Is a republic. There is not a king or an 
cirperor left in the western hemisphere. 


The congress of tlie three Americas at 


Washington is a noteworthy event of

For the first time in history all 


the independent governments of North 
and South America have assembled. To 
the capital city of the most powerful of 
them all they como to knit themselves 
more closely together in bonds of amity 
nnd commerce.

peace, tlie bloody downfall of the ISastile 
and the divine right of kings.

Tlie successor this strike, 
among the most ignorant, degraded and 
downtrodden workmen in Great Britain, 
marks the setting in of tho labor tide 
which is to sweep all before it. 


In our own happy country, 1889 has

Money has poured into our 


country from foreign lands, because the 
United States, at peace within and with- 
out and busy as n bee developing its 
mighty resources, is a safe country in 
which to put money.

§100.000,000 have been invested in the 
United States by European owners in 
1889. Some of it camo from Germany, 
but most of it from Great Britain. 


No startling discoveries have been 


made in the world of science and inven- 
tion in 1889. Ships have crossed the 
ocean inside of six days and broken the 
transatlantic record. Tho development 
and widening of tile electrical industry 
has been marvelous. There has been 
steady improvement In known inven- 
tions ami machinery, but r.ut much that 
Is new.

the history of our country, a good year 
in which to make in vestments and engage 
in fresh enterprises.

Wool anil Harmony. 


Two hundred and fifteen of tho most 


influential of the woolen manufacturers 
of tho country, mostly from New Eng- 
land, have sent a petition to congress 
asking for the importation of wool free.

and manufactured clothing brought into 
the country free, or know the reason 
why. 


Tho farmers of Ohio cry aloud that 


the duty on wool must be raised higher, 
much higher, without distinction of 
party; then the jxjor farmer can at least 
pay the interest on tho mortgage on his 
land. When Ohio men want a thing, 
the country finds it out. 


Tho farmers of New England don't 


care to any great extent whether wool is 
imported free or not, since they are not 
sheep farmers. But they would like to 
sec justice done in respect to getting 
manufactured articles cheaply. There- 
fore they want tho duty taken off such 
articles as the New England farmer finds 
necessary to his comfort. 


Congress will hardly dare to neglect 


entirely tho petition of the wool manu- 
factures. But, how, then, about the Ohio 
farmers and the rest?

When Lawrence Washington, brother 


of George, built the house at Moaiit Ver- 
non,brick for the walls was imported by 
sailing vessel from England1. It was not 
thought that America could furnish 
proper clay for brick making. Even so 
late as the close of tho last century this 
In'lief still prevailed, and many an old 
historic mansion of revolutionary times, 
and even later, was built of imported 
brick. 


Yet in 18S9 tho brick product of the 


United States is valued at §73,000,000. 
Tell billion brick were made. They are 
in many shades of color, from tho rich 
dark red of the Philadelphia article to 
tho pale cream of the Milwaukee brick. 


It has been found that no country is so 


rich in varied and beautiful clays as our 
own. 
Wo have hero the material alike 


for the finest porcelain and the most sub- 
stantial brief*. The beautiful and artistic 
ornamentation our workmen are learning 
to fashion from red tiling clay are opening 
our eyes to the splendid possibilities that 
lie before us here. One part of the Union 
after another has been supposed to bo de- 
ficient in brick clay, only to be found on 
examination to possess it in rich abund- 
ance. There is scarcely a section of tho 
Union that has not a fine, rarely tinted 
clay peculiar to itself, so that tho expert 
knows the moment he sees a building 
whence the brick in its walls came.

fi»m mortals strengthen them and help 
them just as they might have done while 
the souls were yet prisoned in tho flesh? 
That is a question thousands of Prot- 
estants arc beginning to ask.

Australia is a country nearly as large 


ns the United States, containing 3,000,000 
square miles. It is a region in resources 
not a whit inferior to the United States. 
Including outlying islands in possession 
of Great Britain, it is larger than the 
United States. 


Australia is divided into several states 


or colonies, including Western Australia, 
South Australia, 
Now South Wales, 


Queensland and Alexandra Land. As 
far back as 1886 a council of the states 
was appointed to deal with matters aris- 
ing of common interest to the colonies. 
Tho next step will be a common na- 
tional government, with a legislature in 
common and one executive oiHcer at the 
liead. It was tho history of the Ameri- 
can colonies; it has been tho history of 
Canada. Only one province of British 
America now remains outside the Cana- 
dian confederation, and that is New- 
foundland. 


Thcro is one more step for these coun- 


tries to take, and a final ono. That is to 
proclaim themselves independent repub- 
lics and set up entirely for themselves. 
Canada would probably better join the 
United States. But it scorns certain that 
in tho march of events, perhaps even be- 
fore this century is ended, there will be 
a republic born that may in time equal 
-ho United States, and that is the repub- 
ic of Australia. All about the shores of 
-ho southern continent are dotted islands 
of fabulous richness, which the Austral- 
an descendants of the nation that rules 
-ho sea would undoubtedly annex.

A I'ostal Savings Card. 


Horace J. Smith, of Philadelphia, has 


icon studying the postal savings bank 
ystem of Europe for some years, and 
las (icrfected a plan for postal savings 
in this country which will be presented 
to the consideration of congress this win- 
ter. 


Tho plan includes also the sending of 


small remittances by mail. A double, 
folded card is prepared. One side of it 
is marked off in squaresthe size of a post- 
ago stamp. There are 3G of these squares. 
Tho idea is briefly this: If one wishes 
to send a remittance of say 72 cents, 
he buys 30 two-cent stamps or 7 ten-cent 
stamps and 1 two, or any other numbei 
that will make 73 cents, and pastes them 
inside the card upon the squares. Then 
he directs the card upon the outside to 
its destination and puts it in the mail. 
The receiver signs for it when he gets it. 
Inside the card are 72 cents' worth ol 
uncanceled postage stamps. The post 
master at the receiving office takes the 
card and gives the receiver 73 cents in 
money. 


When sent by mail a one cent stamp 


is affixed to the card. Mr. Smith de- 
signs the card also to be used as a return 
postal card. The purpose of a savings 
bank book is fulfilled by taking one ot 
the cards, buying such value of postage 
stamps as the purchaser can afford, and 
pasting them into the squares on the 
card. In this way small sums may be 
saved from time to time, and when th 
owner is ready to realize on them he 
takes the card to the postoffice—any 
postoffice in the United States—delivers 
it to the postmaster and gets money to 
the amount of th,5 stamps. The stamps 
would of course be of no value after- 
wards, and would be destroyed by the 
postoffice authorities.

IIoi-so Ilace Winnings. 


In a summing up of tho earnings of 


racing horses for 1889, it has been found 
that these amount to not less than $2,- 
,000,000. But this is a high tide that can 
hardly be reached every year. Every 
year finds more and more individuals 
entering the horse racing occupation, so 
that this too will be overdone in time. 
But at present there is no more rapid 
money making investment than a race- 
horse, when he happens to hit, which is 
perhaps once in seventy-five times. 


1 The largest winners for 1889 are the 
Dwyer brothers, of Brooklyn. 
They 


counted on §200,000 for the season, bui 
some of their horses failed them, notabl/ 
their two year olds, and the auKiont fell 
short. As it is, however, they are $163,- 
864 richer than they were six months 
ago, all taken in from their racers. Four- 
teen years the Dwyers have followed the 
'turf, and in that time their winnings 
have amounted to nearly a million and 
a quarter. 


I The Dwyers had twenty-three horses 
on the track the present season, more 
than any of the other owners. The horse 
that brought them the most money on 
the racetracks of the country was Long- 
street, who won ten races out of twenty- 
three, and in money, $38,866. Long- 
street is a 3-year-old. Next came the 
5-year-old horse Kingston, with §22,957. 
Others followed in sums ranging from 
$15,000 all the way down to §1,000. 


There is a craze at present among the 


racing public for contests between 2 and 
8-year-olds, though at the close of a sea- 
son the colts have often to be retired, 
temporarily or permanently injured from 
the hard running, which cannot but do 
harm to their immature bodies and 
limbs. But, of course, nobody cares for 
that as long as the young animals win 
the money. 


California seems, for some reason, to 


be the best state for tti'; breeding of colt 
racers.

The elevated railroads of New York

Dr. Kluouil II. Stokes, nearly a score of min- 
isters insisting in the service. 
The theme ot 


the sermon was: "In the beginning God," 
the motto adopted at the first prayer meeting 
held on the camp ground twenty years ago. 


In (lie afternoon a spirited experience 


meeting was held in Association Hall. A 
monster platform meeting, conducted by 
members of the association, was also held. 


The exercises were continued on Monday, 


when prayer and consecration meetings were 
held and the members of 
the association 


partook of a banquet. 


Twenty years ago there was not a single 


house nr inhabitant in what is now Ocean 
Grove. 
To-day there areovcr !KK) hotels and 


cottages, with a resident population of over 
2000. 
During the summer season over 00,- 


000 people make the Grove their home. One 
of the characteristic features ol the place is 
that tin; gates are locked on Sunday anil no 
vehicles of any kind are allowed to enter. 
Not an ounce of tobacco or n drink of rcm 
can be obtained on the grounds, cigar stores 
and liquor saloons being rigidly excluded. 
On Sundays the residents of the Grove are 
obliged to journey to Asbury Park for their 
supply of milk. 
Dancing and card-playing 


are foi bidden at all times, and during the 
camp-meeting season in August boating on 
the lake, bathing in the ocean and carriage 
riding are decried by the association. 
Many 


retired clergymen of various denominations 
reside permanently in the Grove.

OF VISITORS.

TIIKCOI;BT OF QlURTKK SKSSIOSS OK BUCKS 
COUNTY :—The undersigned Board of Visitors 
appointed by your Honor (o visit the counly 
iilniHliouse respectfully rejiort—that we liuve 
made four visits to that institution, to wit.:

Thai at ouch visit we made careful exami- 


nation of the buddings, the condition and 
niamijremi'til nf the inmates, both of the hos- 
pital and of tlie altnshou.se, as well a.s the 
CUM! i>[' maintaining the 
M.-LTIIU ; tlte condition 


of the farm buildings iitid working Hlock, the 


elhful of farming and mode of purchasing 


supplies, and of disposing of Ihe "iirplns of 
Hie (arm not needed for use in Ihe institu- 
tion ; the system of keeping accounts, the 
number of persons employed in the manuge- 
meiit of the farm, hospital and almshouse; 
the salaries and wages of officer* and en - 
ployei in the several departments, and from 
(terminal inspection of the premises, and of 
I In1 munagement of the institution, present 
Hie following statement of the receipts and 
expenditures 
with some suggestions that 


have occurred tons during our examinations: 


First. 
The almshouse and hospital under 


the care of the stewards and Iheir wives

Third. 
The number of inmates in th 


almslioiise building in November lust was *»£ 
— •in men, 17 women anil 2 children ; and it 
the hospital building there were at that tim 
57—Wi men and 21 women, making a tola 
of 12.1. 
lioth buildings arc supplied will 


good and well constructed fire-escapes, ata 
an abundance of water for all necessary pur 
poses. The drainage and sewer arrange' 
ments seem to be well constructed and give 
siili.sfuciion. 
There is an insurance agains 


fire at this time on the buildings of $52,102, 
mid on tlie crops, implements and machinery 
of $2,000; and we recommend that the live 
stock ul«o be insured against fire. 


Fourth. 
We are of the opinion that a 


.arge saving of money to the lax-payers 
would result from placing Ihe whole manage- 
ment of the institution under the care of one 
steward, he with his family to occupy the 
hospital building, which has ample accom- 
modations for Ihem and all who need hos- 
pital treatment. There arc some 30 men who 
are able to earn their living on the J 
who could be cared for in the old building at 
a small expense in case of an increase ol 
hospital patients. 
The removal of some of 


the worst ca«es of insanity to the Insane 
Hospital at Nornslown (some 211 in all) and 
the removal from the almshouse of all chil- 
dren over two years of age (some 22 in all) 
w i t h those who have died and those who have 
left the institution during the past ten years, 
has reduced the number of inmates from 245 
lo 12.1, greatly lessening the expense of their 
maintenance as well as the duties of those 
having charge of Ihem. 


Fifth. 
The doing away with the office of 


assistant steward and the saving in the cost 
of heating, lighting and management of the 
almshouse building, as hereinbefore suggest- 
ed, would cause a saving to the county of at 
leiis-t S2.000. 


Hixtli. 
Your hoard ulco fire of the opinion 


that the cost of feeding tramps, $2">0 a year, 
as estimated by the steward, should be 
greatly reduced, if not entirely done awny 
will], except in cases of sickness. 


Seventh. 
We arc also unanimous in tlie 


conclusion that the wooden water tanks now 
in the upper story of the building should be 
removed, first, because of the \inliealtlifiil- 
ness and unpleasantness of the air confined 
about such a large quantity of water and 
water-snaked wood ; second, because much 
room is now occupied by Ihe tanks which 
might be better utilized in nccoiiinioiliiling 
the inmate 1* of the 
in>.tiiutiiiii ; ami third, 


because of the i»j»rv which is done to the 
building by the leakage incident to tlie pres- 
ent system, and recommend the erection out- 
side of the building of such tanks as may be 
required, and pipe connections therewith, 
which would be available in case of fire.

penses there is a charge of $30 for auditing 
(be almshouse accounts. 
This board is of 


tbe opinion that the auditors are paid hy the 
county treasurer for their services. 


Finally, we believe that the time has gone 


by for the profitable raising of wheat and 
hay for market by an institution of this kind, 
and recommend that a smaller acreage of 
these crops be produced on the farm, and a 
greater amount of such articles as potatoes, 
beans, beets, turnips, cabbage, etc., which 
can be consumed by the inmates and stock 
of the farm, be raised in their stead ; also, 
that the engineering department be placed 
under the control of one salaried.engineer. 


And further, it is the judgment of this 


board that if tbe recommendations herein 
contained were put into effect, that an ap- 
propriation of $H,000, in addition to the pro- 
ceeds of the farm would be sufficient to meet 
all the requirements of the institution.

I Lovo and Friendship. 


The most important function of an agree- 


able hostess begins after her guests are as- 
sembled. She must endeavor to see that all 
aro happy and amused, she must try to pre- 
vent deadlocks, und to promote a certain 
amount of circulation among the company, 
and at the mmo time she must not seem busy 
or meddling, or interfere too much with in- 
dividual liberty. In other words she must 
steer a nico course between individualism on 
tbn one hand aud centralization on tho other. 
I think the modern theory of- hospitality 
tends very much toward individualism (i. e., 
allowing people to do as they please) tempered 
by a certain amount of introductions. 
IA clover woman once described to me with 
amusement, not unmixed with con'jenipt, the 
conduct of a young hostess at a fashionable 
watering place. This young married woman 
{who was old enough aud experienced enough 
to have known better) "pranced up and down 
her own piazza, first with one gentleman and 
then with auother, leaving the rest of her 
guests to amuse themselves as they best 
could I" 


It is oven worse, however, to interfere too 


much with one's guests, because most people 
are inclined to resent anything that ap- 
proaches social dictation. 
Thus a clever and 


agreeable hostess of X 
has given great 


offense to her guests by requesting thoin to 
changu places in tho middle of a dinner party 
—and liy disturbing conversations and break- 
ing up teto-a-tetes in an arbitrary and high 
handed way. Tho mistress of the house mutt 
sometimes break up conversations, where she 
has reason to supinse that either of tho con- 
versirs is lie-coining weary, or where she 
wishes tn introduce them to other persons, 
hut this power needs to bo exorcised with 
great discretion, nnd if the guests intimate a 
prufciviiuo for remaining as they aro, the 
point should Iw yielded gracefully and at 
once. 


It liiis (mem said above that an agreeable 


hostess always enjoys, or endeavors to enjoy, 
her own entertainments. 1 hope that tow la- 
diis are as maladroit as a debutante, whosaid 
not lung ago, to a guest at an afternoon tea, 
"Afternoon teas aro horrid, aren't they? So 
stupid and tiresome! 
Don't feel obliged to 


slay, just because it's my corning out party!" 
It. mny swm strange thata young lady should 
make such a very thoughtless and ill bred 
speech—but young people who havo not bo- 
t'ornc accustomed to the ways of the world 
sometimes make tlieso mistakes from a desiro 
txj bo frank. 


One of the secrets of entertaining agreea- 


bly is to do so often, for habit gives ease in 
this, as in other matters. 


Another very important point is that of 


treating ull tho gunsts alike, as far as it is 
possible to rlo s<), of welcoming them all with 
cordiality, and endeavoring to see that all 
have a pleasant time. 


1 liMve hoard an elderly lady severely criti- 


cised for "rushing across her' parlor, kowtow- 
ing nnd bowing, and receiving with the great- 
est rmpriwKineiit an ugly old woman, simply 
because she happened to be a countess." As 
tin- other guests had been received without 
any such display of joyful humility, they felt 
somewhat jealousof their noble rival, rightly 
arguing that Americans, who have no titles, 
and do not believe in distinctions of rank, 
ought In behave in a moro consistent nnd 
demix-nitic manner. 


It is to bo i'eari'd that our people sometimes 


make themselves quite ridiculous by this 
wide diU'crenco between their theory aud 
practice, and by tlio exaggerated care and 
pains which they take to bestow their full 
titles on members of the nobility.

Whether 
Hannah Snell was whipped or not I am un- 
able to say, but if she really existed and wai 
in the army, J should think it quite likely 
that she was, and under certain circum- 
stances the whipping might have been car-
